"Aviator At Lethbridge 


A number of Claresholm people 
with their wives and families are 
planning to take advantage of the 
excursion rates to Lethbridge on 
Friday July 14th, for the purpose of 
seeing Eugene Ely, the world famous 
birdman, who is making a number of 
laeroplane flights on that day at the 
}new Lethbridge fair grounds, in-a 
Glen Curtiss Biplane, This is to be 
the first real aviation’ exhibition to 
| take place in Western Canada with 
the exception of several flights made 
last summer at Vancouver by Chas. K 
Hamilton, One or two attempts at 
aeroplane flights have been made by 
amateurs at Winnipeg and other 
points, butat their best these suc- 
ceeded in travelling only a short. dis- 
tance above terra firma; no min so 
famous its Ely in the flying game has 
ever visited Western Canada before. 

Among other daring feats, Ely 
; Performs the famous spiral dive in 
|which he ascends several thousand 
feet into the atmosphere, shuts off 
his engine and shoots at a_ terrific 
speed to the ground in a cork serew 
dive. It was while performing this 
dangerous feat last Fall that Ralph 
Johnstone and Arch. Hoxey, the two 
noted aviators, were plunged to their 
tragic deaths at Denver, Colo., and 
Los Angeles, Cal. Ely was in the 
air above the Aviation Field at the 
latter place when Hoxey fell. 

Ely, it will be remembered, created 
quite a sensation, particularly in U.S, 
Military and Naval circles, by flying’ 
out to sea at San Francisco and Jand- 
ing on the deck of the U. S. battle- 
ship ‘Pennsylvania’, rising from the 
latter again and flying back to land. 
He also put out to sea with his flying 
machine on the U. S. Cruiser “Bir- 
mingham” and when thirty miles 
from New York flew back to that city. 
At Salt Lake City recently; he as- 
cended 9,000, feetin the air and at 
Butte he performed for the first time 
the feat of passing over the summit 
of the main range of the Rocky 
Mountains. 

Ely has made up his mind to quit 
the flying game in August‘next, hav- 
ing accumulated a fortune sufficient 
to keep him the rest of his days. It 
is said he will.take advantage of the 
high altitude at Lethbridge and at- 
j tempt to attain a Higher point “above 
sea level than has ever been reached 
by any other airman,
